WIDENING OF MAIN STREET 


Hearing Before County Commissioners Develops 


On Wednesday morning the hearing 
which was postponed from January 28 
in regard to viewing North Main street 
from the Shawsheen river to Elm square 
and, if deemed advisable, to straighten, 
widen and re-lucate the bounds, was 
held before the fuil board. of County 
Commissioners. There were about thirty 
citizens present and the matter was 
thoroughly discussed. No action was 
taken by the board at‘the time, ,tiowever, 
as they wish to consider the>matter 
further. 

John E. Smith was the. first speaker 
and he said that the question came 
before the commissioners for the pur- 
pose wholly of re-locating the street 
bounds and to get the. highway in amore 
suitable condition for travel. The street 
should be 66 feet wide and to accomplish 
this probably three houses would have 
to be moved back and grades cut downa 
distance of 3500 feet. 

John L. Smith said that in his opinion 
there should be no” kicks from the 
abuttors as it is a right and proper 
thing for the town to see where the 
proper street bounds are and have them 
approved by the Selectmen. In future 
when buildings are erected on this 
particular street, it should be under- 
stood where the bound is. 

Selectman B. F. Smith said that there 
had been some talk that these 
changes were asked for as tke Boston 
& Northern street railway company 
wanted to locate double tracks. He 
said that the B. & N. had not asked for 
double tracks to the square but only to 
Harding street. 

Selectman Samuel H. Boutwell thought 
that it would be a wise thing to do the 
work now as it will cost much more to 
do it a few years from now. ;

The commissioners .were then re- 
quested to view the street in. question 
which was done when the meeting ad- 
journed. They said that they would 
make their decision later.

MY ANGORA CAT. . 


4 : 
From Good Housekeeping. 

I find that cooked meat is,.on the 
whole, best for my cats, which: are 
Angoras. Raw fish causes fits. I have 
heard that a nursing cat, will die if fed 
with it. Ask your fishman for some 
fish heads, and boil them, but give the 
cat only the meat, no bones, Cut all 
food fine, and never give gristle or 
fat. ; 
Never give a cat any food which ts 
tainted. Really sour milk-is relished 
by many cats and is wholesome. 

Cereals in milk are good for cats, and 
produce a good coat of fur. Warm 
the milk for pus8y. Keep’fresh water 
always at hand. 

Keep all the dishes perfectly clean. 

Do not bathe your cat, especialiy if 
it is an Angora. Give it a good wiping 
with a moist cloth. See that your cat 
has a clean, warm place in which to 


sleep. Let it have access in cold 
weather, when there is no grass, to 
clean hay. 


Many people find it difficult to bring 
up Angora kittens, but I find no diffi- 
culty, and I hage raised twelve. Keep 
them always win away from drafts. 
Be sure their bedding is changed often. 
Keep them in a dark place for the first 
two or three weeks. Feed the mother 
well with good, nutritious food. With- 
hold meat or any solid food for two 
days after the kittens arrive. Let the 
mother cat go out as often as, possible 
for rest and fresh air. When the 
kittens are three or four weeks old-let 
them have a room to themselves, if 
you can, with various things to climb 
over, and a good warm bed in a corner 
When they are about three weeks 0” 
teach them to lap milk. Give them 
warmed milk, one-third water, and a 
little sugar. Cut their first meat fine 
Have the males gelded when they are 
five months old. 

Never destroy all the kittens in a 
litter. Keep one, or the poor mother: 
will have the dreaded milk fever.
